THAT,  WHEREAS,  on  January  7,  2008  ("Effective  Date"),  Bret  D.  Turner,  as  Lessor(s),  executed  and  delivered 
unto  Four  Sevens  Energy  Company,  L.L.C.,  as  Lessee,  an  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  covering  .197  acres  of  land,  more  or 
less,  recorded  in  County  Clerk's  File  No.  D208074513,  Official  Public  Records,  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  and  being 
described  as  follows: 

0.197  acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  being  Lot  13,  Block  8,  Waverly  Park,  Section  1,  an  Addition  to  the  City 
of  Fort  Worth,  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  according  to  map  or  plat  thereof,  recorded  in  Volume  388-3,  Page 
109,  of  the  Plat  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas.
